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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to anticipate or make obvious the inventions of claims 1 -39, 
including, inter-alia, detecting a neural event using an electrode interface configured to 
communicate with electrodes that capture electrical signals associated with a neuron, a 
waveform processor configured to extract single neuron action potientials having 
waveforms exceeding 500 Hz from the signals, and a wireless transmitter configured to 
transmit the extracted single neuron action potentials. 

Nicolelis (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0083716) discloses a system 
comprising an interface configured to communicate with electrodes that capture 
electrical signals that are associated with at least one neuron (elements 12, 14; 
paragraphs [0052]-[0053]); a waveform processor that is configured to extract neural 
events having a frequency greater than a particular threshold from the electrical signals 
(element 16; paragraphs [0057], [0131]-[0134]); and a wireless transmitter configured to 
wirelessly transmit the extracted neural events (paragraph [0086]). Nicolelis does not 
disclose the extracted neural events being single neuron action potentials having a 
frequency greater than 500 Hz, instead focusing on waveforms having lower 
frequencies and pertaining to epileptic seizures. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
